1 of Orange, who afterthe taking and ſacking of 
Rome, was placed in the roome of the Duke of Borben: yea his faithful. 


nefle and induſtry was ſo well approved tothe Prince (as oftentimes a- 
fore, ſo cſpecially)atthe ſiege of Naples, what time it was aſſaulted by 
Loireching,asthar afterward, when the Emperour Charles the fifth of 
that name, (who then was at Rome to receive theImperiall Crowne, aud 
other orna ments of the Empire) did appoint the ſaid Prince with cer= 
taine forces, to goe and beſiege the City of Florence; he thought it need- 

full to tale the ſaid Calanmtomiu⸗ with him, for his wiſedome and grave 

counſell. From whence when that ſeryice was ended, hee cups Ty 
to Ceſar himſelfe, hee did fo wiſely demeane himſelſe in all his affaires, 
and did ſs ſufficiently ſatisſie the Emperour in all things, that he made 
good in every point, that worthy 3 which the Prince had given 


Ee was borne at Naples, 2 renowned Citty in 
aq, in the moneth. of Ianuary, in the yeare of 
va Chriſt 1517. a His fathers name was Calanto. 1h. 8

| pou four lh this in it ſelfe, was any true praiſe or honour to Galescius, but that bis 


love to true Religion, and bis conſtancy in xſence thereof, (even ag inſt 
ſuch mig hey one) ppeare the more admirable to all that heare it, 

as it hereby did —— knew him: Of which his lovetoume religion 
wee ſhallſpeake more anon. 

Galaactus being twenty yeares old, and the onely ſonne of his mo- 
ther, ho wzs now deceaſed; his father 1 being deſitous to 
continue his name, to preſerye his houſe and poſterity; and to maintajne 
| hiveſtateand parrimony; whoſe lands amounted to the ſumme of five 

thouſand pounds a yeate and vpward j dd therefore provide him 2 
Wife, a Virgin of noble binth,called/7Korie,- — to the Duke of 
Nuceria, one of the icipall Peeres of Irah, with whom hee had in 
name of portion or dowrjz ſixe thouſand five hundred pounds, He lived 
with his wife Uifferio unto the yeare 1551. at which time hee forſooke 
houſe, and country for Religions ſake : and in that timo hee had 
dy bis wiſe xe children, (foure ſonnes and ty o daughters.) His elde ſt 
ſonne died at Pauorma, inthe yeare 2377. leaving behinde him one ſon 
andone daughter : : the ſonne obeaining by inhericance the Marqueſdeme 
of /ieuns,(amengſ divers other things) married a wife of noble birth 
afore his Grandfather Gzlexczne died. By whom, as I heare; hee hath 
twochildrey,to whom this Galeaciws is great Grandfather, 

Now all theſe particulars doe Ithus ſet downe to this end, that the 
perſeverance of ſo great a man may appeare the better by all theſe cit. 
eumſtances, which is no leſſe than moſt glorious victory over ſo. many 
temptations. |

— pk certaine and durable riches. And this ſo great — 
worke did the Lord bring to paſſe, by ſtrange and ſpeclall meanes. So 
it was that in thoſe dayes 2 certaine Spaniord, a noble man, did ſo- 
journe at Naples, who had to name Tohanves Waldefius: this Gentle. 
man being corne to ſome kn of the truth of the Goſpell, and

Bit 
alas, within a few-dayes all thia mirth and joy was turned into teares 
and lamentation, and unmeaſurable griefe: for when once hee had 
opened to his fither the Marqueſſe his conſtant purpoſe to per- 
fever in the trueth of thut Religion hee had begun to ptofeſſe] bal |

then alas, what ſighing, what of yea what dolefull lamentation did 
it move in them all! But then let d Chriſtian reader judge what a trou-

ment it was vnto him, to ſee them all ſo neere and d tym, labour 
to withdraw him from God ; and to ſce his in Religion 
ſo to grieve them, which was the joy of his owne heart.

lim. For it may in no caſebce oinicred(which aftertrard PEPPER

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to ſome his intireſt and moſt in ward friends) that ſhee even then and 
there denyed him that duty whicha wiſe is bound to yeeld to her hus- 
band by the law of God and nature: that is, ſhee would by no meanes 
give ia doe behevolence, not oonlnt to Ile with hm r man ard wife: 
and gave ius reaſan ; chat ſhe ns expreſſy forbidderi of her Confeſſor, 
under paine of excommunication, becauſe hee was ar! heretike. Where 
behold Popiſh Religion what ic is, that can ſeparate man and wife for diſ- 
parity in Religion; and can di men and women from thoſe 
duties of marriage with which God hach charged them. How this mon- 
ſtrous unk and unwomanly anſwer pierced his heart, let amy 
Chriſtian man jadge, whom God hath honoured to bee an husband 25 
he overcame and even de vonred all theſe tormenting griefes, ard bedre 
tkem with an invincible conſtancy and quĩetneſſe of minde. Yet hee pur- 
ſed not to beare ſo great — £0 ever, but to redreſſe and helpe 
ift were {ible : and therefore hee further eur her, and 
opealy and plainely denounced to her, that ub leſſe the would yeeld kim 
eden by Gods law ſhet ough; nomely to eate, 
and lie, and live wich him; ic would bee a cauſe to make him ſue out a 
divorce againſt her, and ſo procure a ſinall ſeparation; which if ſhe were 
the cauſe of, ſhee might 2 or rather blame her ſelfe, who withdrew 
her nec ke from the yoke ofduty towinds dim which marriage required 
and wich he for his part faid, he would never have doneto her, though 
her Religion was ſa farre differing from his. Vet notwithſtanding hee 
ſaid, that ſhe firſt Adee hee had then juſt canſe to refaſe her, who 
had firſt by refuſall of that 7 herſelſe as it were, anddenyed 
her ſelſe ro bee his wife. And ſo bee concinded with her, that unleſſa ſhee 
woyld be his wife, he wauld no longer be her husband. This proteſtati- 
on nodoubt, amazed and troubled her not a little, and vexed the wo- 
mans minde ; eſpecially for that he was and had al wales beene ſuch a hus- 
band to her, ſo good and kinde, and every way fo well deſerving, that ſhe 
loved him as her own aps ee. more was (be to blame, that ſhe eſtee- 
med him not as the light ot her eyes: ) but though this croubled her fore 
yet it moved her pot to her duty; io good a ſcholar was ſhe in this Po- 
piſh learning, char ſhe would rather incur her husbands, yea Gods diſ- 
eafare than her Confeffors; and rather breake their commandaments

and it alſo leſſe prevailed wirh her becauſe ſheimagined he would nor ſo

them fatherlefle befare the time. His coſen ad other kinſmen with hea» 
vie countenauces and watry eyes looked 1ufully on him; and though 
for griefe they were not able to ſpeake one word to him; yet every 
looke, and every countenance, and evexy geſture was a loud cry, and 


ame is ancient farniliars and domeſticke friends : all fraughe wich 


a trcng intreaty, that he would Ray, and not leave ſo ancient and no- 


ble a houſe in ſuch woefull and deſolate caſe. No orda can ſuffice to 
expreſſe the griefe ofthardolefull company, nor that lamentable depar 
ture that there was to be ſeene. Unutterable was the griefe on their ſide, 
and unſpeakcable was the cormene and temptation which the noble 
gentleman felt in this agony, when hee muſt either leave Chriſt leſus 
or leave all theſe for him. but amongſt and above all, there was one 
moſt lamemable ſight, which would even have wrung teares from a 
heart of flint, Amongſt all his children het had — hter, a0 
wardly and geodly young gent le woman of twelve yeares old who cry- 
ing out a maine and wallowing in teares, folldowne, and catching faſt 

hold about his thighes and knees, held him ſo hard as hee could b 
no meanes ſhake her off: and the atfection of a father wrought ſo. wich 
him, as hee could not offer with violence so hurt her; hee laboured to 
bee looſe, but ſhee held faſter; hee went a way, but ſhee trailed after, 
crying to him not to bee ſo cruellto het his Gude ; Who came into 
the world by him: This ſo wonderfully wrought with his nature, hee 
being a man ofa moſt loving and kinde affection; that hee hath of- 
ten reported hee thought that all bis bowels rowled about Within 
him and that his heart would: have burſt preſently, and there inſtant- 
ly have died, his childe ſo haviag him faſt about che legges. But not 
withſtanding all this, he being armed with a ſupe rnaturall and heavenly 
forticude, hee brake 'thorow all theſe remptations, and tresding under 
ſoot hat ſeeyer might hinder him from Chriſt , hee eſcaped. out of 
this pe many her jos. £ang\ z and ſo leaving that ſor- 
rovyfull houſt and dolot het came with ſpeede to the ſhore 
5 r o ſailen rowards 
Lefina with aturmoiled and diftrefled minde, one way, — with 
H 3 orrow 
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ptized with joy to remember that ie had eſcaped. And even as a ſhippe 
in a tempeſtuous ſea, the boiſterous waves toſſing it up and done is 


throwne ubout, ſometime touching the cloudes, fomerime' plunged into 


the depth: So no doube the noble minde of thwyoung Marquefſe was no 
leſtediſtracted with contrary c ogitatious; being as it were ina laby- 
rinch of diſtempered affections: ſometimes he could not but remember 
that lamentable e ſtate wherein he left his father, wife, and children: hee 
often imagined he as ſtill among? chem; he thought he heard them cry 
and call upon himʒhee thought he ſtill felt his little deere daughter claſ- 
e legs and trailing after him; neither could he cortaine 

t breake out into teares ; neither could hee for his life but often looke 


backe at that princely houſe, with all thoſe goodly orchards, gardens, 


granges, ſields, and territories :- to all which he was heire appatant; yet 
all which he ſa w he mn leave for Chrifts ſake. But one thin pierced his 
heart to ſee his wife; and children, and other kisalliance ſtanding on the 
ſhoare; who when they could not ſpeikeè to him, leoked at him; and 
when they could not ſee him ceaſed not x6 looke after the ſhippe as 
long as it was in fight : neither could he refraine but with a wofull coun- 
tenance loke at them againe as long as hee coul diſcerne them; and 
wichall he called to minde thye bittet rds and heavy firwell which the 
Merg uefſe' his father gave him ut his deparute; all which cogitations 
nunin$in his head did doubtleſſe wring from his ſorrowfull heart many 
adeepe « pang heavy grone, and many a bitter teare from his watry 
eyes: and yet notwithſtanding all theſe, the ſpiritvall ſtrength and cov- 
rage of his minde was conſtant and invintible. And even as a good Pj- 
lot in a raging ſea; vchen clouds and darkeneſſe, thunder and lightnings, 
ſdorme and dmpoſt rave togethet, and toſſe the ſhippe from wave to 
wave; as lightly as 2 ball from hand to hand; yet for all that he fits tilt 
at the helme, * with uadanted courage and markes his compaſſe; and 
by his courage and skill together keepes on his right and ſtedfaſt courſe 
thoro all the rage of ſea and weather: even ſo this our thriee noble Ga- 


leaci us taking hold of the holy and heayenly anchor; notmely, a lively 


faich in Chrift; and a: ſtedfaſt hope in God, he ſurmounts the clouds, and 
fixech thoſe anchor holds in heaven, and looking ſtedfaſtly with a ſpiti- 
tuall eye, at tho true load · ſtarte: namely, Chriſt Ieſus and the hope of e- 
ternall happines;ke directs his comſe towards the ſame with an heroicall 


wranſporthim from delixate Jay towards Palmas, as the ſhip of hea-

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ſorrow to remember che manner of his departure ; another way ſutptł- 


ſpirit, aud heaven y reſolutiomthetom the tempeſſuous waves of thoſe 
fearetulf temptati ni: and chefhiþ. thut carryed his body did not fo fait 
Ima 
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yenly conftancy and love of God. withdrew his mind and meditation 
from all — reſpects and worldly delights and made it mount aloft in 
holy contemplation. And thus the preſence and gtace of Gods ſpirit, ha- 
ing overcome the power of naturall affections ; hee began to TER up 
kimſelfe after this tempeſt : and firſt of all, bending the knees of his 
heart to the eternall father in heaven; he yeelded his Majefly moſt hear» © 
tie thankes, for that he had fyrniſhed his ſoule with ſuch a portion of his 
race, as to withſtand and conquer Satan in ſuch a pecilous battell: and 
or that hee had deliyered him from the danger of Popiſh thraldome, 
from the inquiſitiom, and from that petpetuall impriſonment both of 
conſcience and body which the Popiſh Church would have brought him 
unto, had he not thus eſcaped their hands.” Hee likewiſe praiſed God 
unfainedly, that he youchſafed to give him time, opportunity, and grace 
to diſcharge that duty to his wife the young Marchioneſſe, which at his 
firſt departure he had omitted, and which oftentimes he had with great 
griefe be wailed, and that hee had enabled him to omit nothing which 
might have perſwaded her to have left Sodume, and to have undertaken 
with him this bleſſed pilgrimage towards the heayenly Ieruſalem. The 
remembrance of theſe things much refreſhed his troubled minde. It alſo 
much contented ant fat is cofiſcience ; that upon that monſtrous 
aud undutifull behaviour; of his wife towards him (ſpoken of before) 
he had made that proteſtation which hee did: namely, Poke would uſe 
the lawfull mear es to beedivorced' from her, who had firſt of all di- 
vorced and cut off her ſelfe from him, by denying that duty of love, 
which the wife may not deny tothe husband, nor the husband to the 
wife : he perſwaded himſelfe that this prote ſtation would worke well 
with her, and make her more conformable to her duty, when ſhe had 
adyiſedly thought of it. | |

RAS his troubled ſpirits with theſe cogltations, hee arrived at 
X Lei in Dalmatia, which is tie countrey over againſt. /eab ; from 

whence hee pvſſed in a very quiet paſſage, and ciline fta co Venice: 
where he found many faithfull ſer vants of God, and good Chriſtians; 
S 
tai 


afraid for that imminentand inevitable danger they ſawhe wad in, either 
to have his conſcience a ſlave to popiſn vanity, or his perſon a priſoner to 
popiſh cruelty ; therefore they cealed not to pray for him night and day: 
6 yet for all that they feared greatly bat would became of him. 
But when now at laſt they ſaw him returne, boch ſound in conſcience and 
ſafe in perſon; and ſuch a glotious conquerer over Satan, and over ſo 
many ſtrong temptations with which the world and naturall affections 
had aſſailed him: their feare was turned into comfort, their ſorrow in- 
to joy, and they all glorified the Lord for him. And ſo after mutual 
e ven and received, hee departed from Venice, and travelled 
thorow R hetia and Switzerland; where he viſited che Churches of the 
Proteſtants, and comforted them greatly with his preſence , and by tel- 
ling them what great things the Lord had done for him: and ſo by the 
ood hand of his God upon him, hee came in lafety to Geneve the 
Purth of October inthe yeare 1558. His E arrival brought excee- 
ding joy tothe whole Church there; but eſpecially to the ſtalia Con- 
= for his long abſence had brought them into ſome ſuſpence 
and doubt, not of any alterationof his Religion, but of ſome cruelland 
falſe meaſures to have been offered him by the deceitfull Papiſts. But 
wheu they ſaw him ſo ſaff᷑ ly returned, untouchegl in conſcience, and un- 
hurt in his perſon; and that he had paſſ d fo many pikes of cempracions 
which they knew had beene picched againtt him; they gave great chanks 
to the Lord for him. But hen hee had diſcourſed unto them particu- 
larly the whole courſe of the proceedings: firſt, what a ſtrong battery of 
temptations and affaultsthe divell and the world bad planted againſt 
him, then how manfully ke fought and wi:hftood, and at Jaſt overcame 
chem all; they fell into admiration of ſo rare conſtancy, and thought 
him worthy ae all honour, to whom it is given ( as the Apoſtle ſaith) 
to ſufter ſo much for Chriſt and for Religions ſake : and in all earneſt 
manner they magnified the ſingulargrace and mercy of God towards 
him, and towards the whole Church in him ; which had not ſuffred 
his ſervant ( this noble Ga/eacime ) to be ſeduced ou of the way ofthat 
holy callin whereto the Lord had called him; and who had delivered 
him from's ſubtle a traine, laid by che policy of che enemy Satan, to 
have intrapt his foule and conſcience, by overturning him in the rice of 
his Religion : and they all 2cknowledged that this noble and god! 
Gentleman found it verified in hisaſelfe, which the kingly Peapherſairh 
in the Palme : Becanſe hee hath trufted in mee, therefore I will ſet bim 
free: Iwill hee wb him in his raub les, I wil dilinen him, und crowne 
him with hononr, and in another place, hee that truſteth in the Lord ſpall 
ever be confounded. And thus the Church received a double beueſit by

him: forfirft, his practice was an example unto them all of a moſt extra- 
ordinary and heavenly conftancy in the love and ptofeſſion of true Reli- 


: ly, the mercifull dealing ef rhe Lord with him, was a no- 
table confirmation of their faith, and an eucqur at to them to per- 
ſevere and ſtand to the trueth, with affurance that the Lord himſelſe 
would ſtand by them. 


CAP. XXIIII. 


Certaine yeeres afier his retwyne to Geneva , hee begins to feele in him - 
ſelſe a neteſſuy of marriage: hee delivers his caſe to Calvin, whore= 
fuſed to conſem: the matter is referred to the Churches of 
Switzerland, and by them he ts reſolved that he 


is free from hisfirſt wife , and may 
marry a gains. 


X Ndthus with unfpeakeable contentment in his owne conſcience, 
and with publike joy and thankeſgivirg of the whole Church, he 
ſeeled himſelfe at Gene vs in his former priyateand quiet life, Where af 
ter a few yeares he began to find in himſelſe ſome reaſons which perſwa. 
ded him to thinke it needfull for him to live in the Rate of marriage: 
and therefore having thus long walted and expected a more wile and qu 
tifull aoſwer from his wife; and perceiving by her not anſwering , rhur 
the fill perfiſted in that monſtrous and unnaturall vvilfulneſſe, which her 
blinded Popifh mind had formerly undertaken by the perſwafion of her 
blinde and Popifh guides; he thetefore purpoſed to take ſuch courſefor 
his temedy, as by the la v of God and his Church ſhould in that caſe 
ſeeme allowable: namely, to be divorced from her; who for her part 
had broken the hond and untied the knot of matrimonj*, And firſt of all 
he impa ted his minde and purpoſe eo M. Celvine , and craved his godly 
aud wholeſome counſell in a caſe of fo great importance. I lis counſell 
was fitſt of all, chat it was more convenient & leſſe ſcandaleus to the en 
mies of Religion, if he could abſtaine. But the Gentleman replied, that 
the caſe was fo with/him, as he could not abſtame, and gave him 
weighty reaſons which drew him to marriage; and wichall participated 
unto him ſome ſeeret reaſons: for the which he affirmed it was altoge- 
ther neceflary for him to marry. Holy Calvine as he was a manendued 
from God with fhirpnefſeof ſudgement, and a wiſe and diſcerning ſpi- 
rit : ſo he foreſaw. plaincly that many would ſpeale evill of the fact, - 
thers would tal offence at ic, ſome would plainely condemne it, and 
ſpeake exiltoFReligiontor ir; andthe rather becauſe (as hetruely de) 


: . * | "I : N | 
yeryfew did ri by conceive the ſull truth in the doctrine o divorce- 
ment: but feweſt of all would or could know the whole circumſtance of 
this particular fact. Helikewiſe wiſely conſidered that the like preſi- 
dent was ſeldome ſeene, eſpecially in the Italian Church, Whereot᷑ this 
Gentleman was à ptincipall member, and of ſpeciall account, both for 
his nobility, birth, and deſcent; and for his zealous love to Religion. All 
which conſiderations, wi: h divers other, made reverend Calvin not too 
eaſily to ſubſcribe to this purpoſe ard motion of Galeaciuu. Notwith- 
ſtanding, when the Gentleman urged him out of the word of God and 
cooſcience: with arguments ich he ſaw & confeſſed he could not 
fufficiently anſwer ztherefore leſt he ſhould burdey & trouble the conſci- 
ence of. ſo good a man, which alleadged for himſelſe, that he was driven 
by neceſſity to that courſe; he ye hus farre to hi: mthat if he would 
repaire unto the learned and reverend Divine Peter Marryr, and as ke his 
Opinion, and the opinions of all the learned and chiefe Drvines of Rætia 
and Switxerland; and deſite them ſeriouſly to conſider ofit (as in a mat- 
ter of ſuch moment, and of ſo great conſequence, it was equiſue) and 
then ſet done their judgements in che matter, and chereaſons moving 
them thereunto; hee promiſed that bee would alſo ſubſcribe unto them, 
and moſt willingly yeeld unto him, what liberty ſoever they did allow - 
him: alwaycs provided, that he alſo ſhould ſubmit himſelfe unto their 
cenſure, and ſtand tothe triall of theit judgements in this caſe. Galee- 
gius moſt willingly yeelded hereunto, as who defired nothing, but that 
Which the Lord by his word, and bythe voyce of his Church, ſhould 
allow unto him; and ſo talking the courſe that Calvin had adviſed him, 
he cauſed letters to bedrawne and: ſent to Zurich, Berue, and other the 
Churcbes of Switzerland; opening the whole circumſtance of the mar. 
ter, and expounding the caſe truely and fully; and humbly. craved the 
judgement» of the Church in a caſe of conſcience ſo great and doubtful), 
The chiefe Preachers and moſt learned Divines yeelded to his honeſt and 
gear requeſt, and aſſembled about it: the matter was much and long 
ebated, and atgued at large on both ſides: and after mature delibera- 
tien, and ſufficient conſultation had; it was concluded and agreed on by 
them all witk one conſent, that hee mighit v ich ſafe conſcience depatt 
from that wife, which bad firſt of all on her ownepart broken the bond, 
and diſſolved the marriage knot:and for the proofe ofthis their opinion, 
many cauſes and reaſons were alledged and laid downeout of the Scrip- 
tures; Fathers, Councils, and out of the Civill law , which is the law al- 
moſt of all countries in Chriſtendome.
